The storm was the most severe that

Washington, July 15.— From 
the 
United States government tor 
the 
next fiscal year each state will re­ 
ceive $10,000,000 
for 
agricultural 
extension work. 
Such a schedule lias 
just 
been 
worked out by the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 


This fund is made available by the 
Smith-Lever bill providing for co-op­ 
erative agricultural extension 
work 
between the states and the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
“The act makes available for the 
next nine fiscal years,” says the de­ 
partment, an aggregate sum of $23,- 
120.000 of federal funds to he ex­ 
pended in instruction and practical 
demonstrations in agricultural and 
home economies. 
To obtain this to­ 
tal the states must appropriate for 
like purposes a total of $18,800,000, 
making a grand of $41,9 20,000 f<> be 
expended during the next nine fiseal 
years on direct agricultural exten­ 
sion work. 
Thereafter the 
federal 
government is to appropriate $4,- 
580.000 annually,* and the states to 
take their full quota, must appro­ 
priate $4,100,000 annually, making a 
total annual expenditure 
for 
this 
purpose of $8,t*S0,000.” 


Next year each state will receive a 
substantial increase in the sum av­ 
eraging from $21,039 in California to 
$30,282 in Illinois and 
$10,89 3 
in 
Pennsylvania—tile increases 
being 
based in the rural population of each 
state. 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture 
is 
today 
engaged 
in 
sending individual official notices to 
58.000 
manufacturers 
that 
after 
May 1, 19 15 the “Guaranteed Under 
the Pure Food and Drugs Act” label 
will be unnecessary. 
This action follows a ruling by the 
Secretaries of the Treasury, Agricul­ 
ture and Commerce that the people 
are deceived into believing that that 
stamp is the government’s guarantee 
of the purety of the artiele. 
Such a 
stamp means, simply that tin* manu­ 
facturer will protect his dealer if any 
charges are made that the goods are 
misrepresented. Next year the stamp 
will he required only upon the bill of 
sale. 
Agricultural experts have 
discov­ 
ered an insect that lias sixty kinds of 
* enemies who want to eat 
it 
u p l ­ 
and the department wants to protect 
tin* “enemies.” 


Most of these devotircrs are hints, 
with orioles, swallows 
and 
night- 
hawks as the most important. 
The 
scientists declared the insect- none 
other than the boll weevil of cotton 
fame— must be destroyed because of 
its harm to the South’s cotton plan­ 
tations. 
An investigation showed that the 
nighthawks caught the weevil while 
it buzzed in the air, cn route on its 
winter 
vacation—the 
migrations 
southward. 
During the cotton grow­ 
ing months the swallows get in their 


b e s t work for they snap the 
boll 
weevils while they ily over the fields. 
In addition to these two birds 58 
others are waiting every opportunity 
to “goble” the cotton “rebel.” 
Instruction in feeding 
silage to 
milch cows is new advice given fa r­ 
mers by the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. “Silage should he fed directly 
after milking or several hours be­ 
fore. ” the Department advises. 
“If 
fed immediately before milking the 
odor of silage may pass through the 
cow’s body, into the milk. 
Besides 
the milk may receive some taints di­ 
rectly from the stable air. 
On the 
other hand, if silage feeding is done 
subsequent to milking, 
the 
silage 
odors will have been thrown off be­ 
fore the next milking time. 
“Calves may be 
fed 
silage 
as 
soon as they are old enough to eat it.
